EDMONTON—Provin¢ial \Lib- 
erals have been pushed well out 
of the limelight in recent weeks, 


what with the fivesyear, plan un- | 


veiled by Social Credit and the 

Conservatives’ leadership con- 

vention. , 

Last week, in.an effort to:grab 
a few headlines for themselves, 
the Liberals took the wraps off 
the agricultural ‘policy they »will 
be offering to Alberta voters in 
the next general election. 

A main feature of the agricul- 
tural program would be a “com- 
prehensive” system of farm cred- 
it at low interest, covering the 
whole field of farth operation, 
including livestock, equipment,’ 
farm homes, land and improve- 
ments. 

According to a release issued 
by Harold McLaughlin, MLA ‘for 
Stony Plain and chairman of the 
party’s agriculture committee, 
the farm loan program would be 
co-ordinated with existing fed- 
eral plans. 

The agricultural program and 
other planks in the party’s plat- 
form will be submitted for ap- 
proval to the Liberal leadership 
convention. slated for Edmonton 
Oct 31 and Nov 1. 

Other aims of the farm policy 
would be to: , 

—Co-opearte with the federal 
government in developing a sat- 
isfactory system of crop insur- 
ance. 

—Give rural areas more help 
in acquiring ‘modern facilities, 
such as telephones, and natural 
. gas, through planned develop- 

ment and interest-free loans. 

‘" —Expand and improve district 
agriculturist services and give 
more aid to municipalities for 
agricultural service board activi- 
ties. ; 

—Make better use of agricult- 
ural school facilities by trans- 
ferring them to the department 

‘of education,.and with the addi- 
tion of trade and _ vocational 
training courses. 

In their policy statement the 
Liberals also call for central ad- 
ministration of water control and 
conservation under one depart- 
ment, which would administer 
water for power, irrigation, do- 
mestic and industrial use. 

They also recommend a pro- 
vincially<assisted system of seed 
distribution.aimed at increasing 
the use of grass and forage crops, 
and development of a community 
pasture system along the lines 
of those operating in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. : 

An overall plan :to meet the 
possibility of .a feed shortage in 
drought years is suggested, along 
with an ‘impartial survey” as a 
first step toward a solution of 
the controversy over grazing 
leases in forest reserves. 

Look for more policy state- 
ments from the Liberals between 
now and. the Jeadership conven- 
tion, and you can -expect the 
Tories to be making :noises also 
from time to time. They ‘both 
know they'll have to come -up 
with something ‘pretty strong to 
counter Social Credit’s five-year 
plan. 

The way things are going, with 
the rival political parties trying 
so hard to outbid each other for 
public favor, Alberta’s next elec- 
tion campaign should be a lively 
one.

grading factor. (2). Improper 
swathing. The swaths should be laid 
propery on the stubble:so that the 
arley heads will not come in con- 
tact with the ground, and become 
discolored.
